tion. 
Pedestrian.s are warned not to walk alone 
after dark on certain streets. Women are 
unsafe in many neighborhoods. Mugging is 
so common that burly male policemen are 
masquerading as women to try to put some 
slight fear of capture into the minds of 
gangs of toughs that roam at will. 
It is interesting that The Times is coming 
to grips with the problem. It is particularly 
interesting in cities that have grown tired 
over the years of invidious compari.wns with 
the great metropolis—the advantages if offer­ 
ed—the excitement of häng able to live there 
among the towering buildings, the crowds, the 
drama.

They 
are aware that when the pric-es they receive 
sag below ecwiomic levd.s, threatening to 
wipe them out. there us no corre.sponding 
sag in consumer prices. 
They observe the stability of wage rales 


in industry, which sets them by contract, 
not by day-to-day bargaining. They pay at­ 
tention to the ability of processors of food 
to get an increasing share of consumer dol­ 
lars while producers of food settle for 
a 
.shrink ing share Everybody seems to have 
regularized his role in feeding ttie nation, ex­ 
cept livestock produces. 
If the National Farmers Organization can 
regulanze livestock prices, it will have made 
a significant corrtritmtiMi to economic sta­ 
bility. But to mak e its point the organiza­ 
tion must cope with the temptation that 
will confront its members to break and run 
bdore anything can be froved, <wr to use 
bullying ladies against those who are not 
sympathetic with its program. 
Time will tdl. This k ind of collective 
bargaining is not new but it is still untried 
in the meal industry, lik e the patience and 
forbearance of the livestock producers who 
are experimenting with it.

“The Pr« sident’s comments in­ 
dicate .strongly that the Monroe 
Doctrine recently has been rein­ 
terpreted with major omissions to

In Congress, members of both 
parties are restive and uneasy 
about the apparent .surremler of 
toe initiative to the Soviet Union.

Mystery Of Memory

In I laboratoiy at toe Univer- 
sity of Goteborg. Swedro. you can 
see a rat crawl laboriously up a 
thin steei wire stretched from 
toe floor of its cage up to the 
ceiling. The creature cares only 
for the food it gets at the top 


end. 
But Dr. Holgar Hyden cares 
more for the rat’s brains. From 
it he has extracted a twitaiizing 
clue about the nature of memory. 
In bnef toe chemical analysis of 
the brain shows that toe aramal 
stores information in its head in 
the form* of chemicals. 
If these experimerrts can be 
elaborated and confirmed, then 
one of the most elusive psychol­ 
ogical proc^ses will be explained 
on a physical-chemical basis. 
At one time, psychologists be­ 
lieved electric currents circulat­ 
ing in tlw brain maintam« ! the 
memory traces much as an elec- 
trcmic computer doe*. But Dr. 
Alexander Mauro, of the Rock e- 
feUer Institute, demonstrated that 
it wasn’t so. 
For years psychologists w ho 
sought toe brawl’s memory cmier 
believed that roe locatiro heW 
most of the mformaticm just at 
there are sight, smell and hear­ 
ing regions. But the late Dr. Karl 
S. Lashley put an end to the 
hope of finding the memory box. 
He 
taught 
animals 
various 
task s and tJwn removed as much 
of their brains as be dared while 
k eeping them ahve. 'The creatures 
remembered what they had been 
taught as long is some of the 
brain remained. 
In 1958, Ih-. Hydro told of an 
idea he had for a chemical theory 
of memory. It involved a chem­ 
ical k nown as nbonuck ac 
acid 
CRN A). 
This substance controls the jxn- 
duction of proteins which the cells 
of toe body can mik e. Dr. Hyden 
l^lk v« ! that toe electrical dis- 


charges in the brain that tak e 
place durir^ leanung alter the 
RNA which in turn means al­ 
tered proteins. Pn^ems control 
toe brain’s electrical activity 
In effect Iten each roll of the 
Imam would be a nmnory re­ 
pository for everything we see, 
smell, taste, hear, tourii and ex­ 
perience. This was ask ing a great 
deal for a brain cell which is 
smaller than a dust speck . 
But even b a c k in 1958, Dr. 
Hyden figured that each cell had 
enough RNA to act as a chem­ 
ical coding system for these en- 
grams for 70 years. Yet H re­ 
mained a speculation until the 
wire experiment.^ with some 4.5 
rats. 
The rats had to learn to crawl 
up the wire. After four days 
of 
learning, the rats gave up their 
brams to Dr. Hydro. But he did 
not analyze toe whole brain. 
Ratoer Dr. Hyden and Ws as­ 
sociate, Ih. E. Gyhazi, studied 
single micrimcojuc b-ain 
rolls 
which Dr. Hyden has learned to 
dissect out of the twain free­ 
hand. 
Dr. Hydro 
carriwi out 
the 
chemical analysis for RN.^ on 
the single rolls. The amounts of 
RNA involved were measured m 
billionths of an ounce.

The Times pointed out 
that a dedication ceremony for four reha­ 
bilitated buildings on West 94th St. bad to 
he canceled because police could not guaran­ 
tee the safety of Mayor Roller! Wagner and 
other citv officials in broad daylight 
‘ Equally dismaying.” said The Times. 
‘‘was the announcement that RO newly en­ 
rolled members of the Peace Corps were 
being assigned to a month of work in the 
city's slums to prepare them for the priva­ 
tion and neglect the}' will find in the poverty- 
racked districts of various cities in Colom­ 
bia New York’s slum-dwellers are thus put 
on a par with migrant workers, whose ex­ 


ploitation long has been a national dis­ 
grace." 
Here is the problem of urban decay in its 
most malignant form. In New York City 
the deterioration of physical safety has been 
so rapid in the last few years that natives 
of the city have been unable to move out of 
neighborhoods fast enough for their protec­ 
tion. 
Pedestrians are warned not to walk alone 
after dark on certain streets. Women are 
unsafe in many neighborhoods. Mugging is 
so common that burly male policemen are 
masquerading as women to try to put some 
slight fear of capture into the minds of 
gangs of toughs that roam at will 
It is interesting that The Times is coming 
to grips with the problem It is particularly 
interesting in cities that have grown tired 
over the years of invidious comparisons with 
the great metropolis—the advantages if offer­ 
ed—the excitement of being able to live there 
among the towering buildings, the crowds, the 
drama. 
And the ''decay," gently adds The New 
York Times.

TV hest part of caution in the meat- 
packmg industry is to wait and see how 
the National Farmers Organization project 
for shortening the beef and pork supply 
turns out. It is the best part of caution 
for consumers too. 
The payoff in the organization's drive to 
withhold meat supplies until packers are 
willing to make contracts that will stabilize 
prices that will give producers a reasonable 
profit is going to be reaction not intent. 
It will be a waiting game on I loth sides. 
Meat producers are hoping to get rid of 
wild fluctuations of price that can give 
them a feast or famine They are aware of 
the wide spread between the prices they re­ 
ceive for what they sell and the prices 
meat consumers pay for what thev buy. Tliey 
are aware that when the prices they receive 
sag below economic levels, threatening to 
wipe them out. there us no corresponding 
sag in consumer prices 
Thev observe the stability of wage rates 


in industry, which sets them by contract, 


not by day-to-day bargaining. They pay at­ 
tention to the ability of processors of food 


to get an increasing share of consumer dol­ 
lars while producers of food settle for a 
shrinking share Everybody seems to have 
regularized his role in feeding the nation, ex­ 
cept livestock producers 
If the National Farmers Organization can 
regularize livestock prices, it will have made 
a significant contribution to economic sta­ 
bility. But to make its point the organiza­ 
tion must cope with the temptation that 
will confront its members to break and run 
before anything can be proved, or to use 
bullying tactics against those who art not 
sympathetic with its program 
Time will tell 
This kind of collective 
bargaining is not new but it is still untried 
in the meat industry, like the patience and 
forbearance of the livestock producers who 
are experimenting with it.

U.S. Withholds Protest Over Cuba Arms 


Nearly two weeks have passed 
since the news was given out that 
the Soviets had begun an arms 
buildup in 
Cuba 
The

flagrant viola­

M e an while,1 
the Soviet gov- David Lawrence 
eminent has taken advantage of 
America’! silence and has filled 
the broadcast waves of the world 
with one propaganda blast after 
the other, characterizing Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s call-up of reserves 
as a provocative action. 
The latest accusation actually 
turns the tables on the United 
States and warns the Washington 
government that it must not do 
anything in Cuba to interfere with 
the Castro government’s policy of 
acquiring Soviet arms. The claim 
is reiterated that Cuba is arming 
for "defense " 
President Kennedy thus has giv­ 
en away a propaganda advantage 
bv appearing to accept the Castro 
and Soviet arguments that t h e 
supplying of arms and the send­ 
ing of "technicians" are simply 
for “defensive" purposes 
It's a puzzle just why Mr. Ken­ 
nedy chooses to forfeit the initia­ 
tive in propagfJa. Time w a s « 
when the American government 
uttered its protests through formal 
diplomatic channels 
and 
made 
them public in situations compar­ 
able to the present controversy 
over the Soviet buildup in Cuba 


THE ACTION of the Moscow 
government not only affects the 
Monroe Doctrine as a policy but 
is directly related to America’s 
own security. To place missile 
pads and missiles in Cuba, which 
is just 90 miles away from our 
own shores, is an ad that can he 
construed as hostile to the United 
States. Yet 
the 
administration 
prefers to say nothing by way of 
formal protest 
The senousness of the situation 
is not diminished but adually in­ 
creased by the failure to make 
any protest before the world. Un­ 
fortunately, the Soviets may come 
to believe Hist they have success­ 
fully bluffed the United States into 
silence, and they may take further 
chances in the cold war. 
Moscow in its latest outburst 
even hints at a nuclear war if the 
United States does anything about 
Cuba.

The peoples of Allied as well as 
neutral countries can thus be in­ 
fluenced to believe that the Unit­ 
ed States is afraid to speak out 
and is being shoved into a corner 
by the aggressive pronouncements 
of the Soviet Union.

In a laboratory at the Univer­ 
sity of Goteborg, Sweden, you can 
see a rat crawl laboriously up a 
thin steel wire stretched from 
the floor (rf its cage up to the 
ceiling. The creature cares only 


for the food it gets at the top 


end. 
But Dr. Holgar Hyden cares 
more for the rat s brains From 
it he has extracted a tantalizing 
clue about the nature of memory. 
In brief the chemical analysis of 
the brain shows that die animal 
stores information in its head in 
the form of chemicals. 
lf these experiments can be 
elaborated and confirmed, then 
one of the most elusive psychol­ 
ogical processes will be explained 
on a physical-chemical basis. 
At one time, psychologists be­ 
lieved electric currents circulat­ 
ing in the brain maintained the 
memory traces much as an elec­ 
tronic computer does 
But Dr. 
Alexander Mauro, of the Rocke­ 
feller Institute, demonstrated that 
it wasn’t so. 
For years psychologists w h o 
sought the br awl’s memory center 
believed that one location held 
most of the information just aa 
there are sight, smell and hear­ 
ing regions But the late Dr Karl 
S. Lashley put an end to the 
hope of finding the memory box 
He 
taught 
animals 
various 
tasks and then removed as much 
of their brains as he dared while 
keeping them ahve. The creature* 
remembered what they had been 
taught as long as some of the 
brain remained. 
In 1958. Dr. Hyden told (rf an 
idea he had for a chemical theory 
of memory. It involved a chem 
leal known as ribonucleic 
acid 
<RNA). 
This substance controls the pro­ 
duction of proteins which the ceils 
of the body can make. Dr. Hyden 
believed that the electrical dis­ 


charges in the brain that take 
place 
during learning 
alter the 
RNA 
which in turn means al­ 
tered proteins. Proteins control 
the brain's electrical activity 
In effect then each cell of the 
brain 
would be a memory 
re­ 
pository for everything we see, 
smell, taste, hear, touch and ex­ 
perience. This was asking a great 
deal for a brain cell which is 
smaller than a dust speck 
But even b a c k in 1958, Dr. 
Hyden figured that each cell had 
enough RN.A to act as a chem­ 
ical coding system for these en­ 
grams for 70 years 
Yet it re­

Skilled Ha nds Set Off Sca nda l 
‘Whipsto ck Bar Drilled 
1 0 0 ‘Cro o ked’ Oil Wells

DALLAS, Tex . (AP)—Whipstock 
Bill James sat in the sweatbox 
of a cou rtroom. He looked worried 
bu t somehow he didn’t seem to 
share the gloom of the others 
there. 
There was a somherly intrait ex ­ 
pression in Whipstock Bill’s face, 
weathered by 45 y ears in the 
blistermg su n, the rain and the 
cold of ^ oil fields. 
His mam concern a^^ared to 
be telling — in twms a lay man 
cou kl imderstand — how to sink 
a particu lar kind of oil well. 
Bill is — or was — a driller 
Wred to thru st holes in the grou nd 
at slant. 
The frequ ent application of his 
du lled hands arx l others who 
know his trade set off one (rf the 
new, great scandals in Tex as. 
It inv olv es more people than the 
Bilhe Sol Estes affair did. 
It is called slant lnrfe drilhng, 
or crooked well driHing, or dev i­ 
ated drilling. 
A crooked well is drilled so it 
will bottom u nder another oil­ 
man’s lease. Thu s the slant weU 
owner can steal his neighbor’s oil. 
.Au thorities claim oil worth $10 
million a y ear is stolen this way . 
The state say s it has fou nd 
more than 125 illegally drilled 
wells. Six ty fcnir were ju nked by 
tile operatiM-s before crews cou ld 
test them. 
Whipstock BUI testified there 
may be as many &s ^ to 350 
crooked wells in the East Tex as 
field alone. 
Asked how many he had drilled, 
he first said: “Whew. God only 
knows.” Later he estimated 100. 
Whipstock Bill said a driller 
with the proper skills can drill to 
beneath a point three-qu ar^ of 
a mUe away and not miss his 
mark a degree. 
The driller gained his name 
, from a dev ice called a whipstock. 
As BUI described the whipstock, 
H is a piece of pipe placed in 


the well. Its top is Uanted at a 
pre-determined angle 
Thu s when a drillmg bit » ro­ 
tated in the well, tite iriiipstock 
midges the bit a little to w» e side, 
slanting the hole. 
Whipstock testified in Dallas be­ 
fore a Tex as Hou se inv estigating 
committee. 
Committee cosmsd Dav id W'itts 
ex plained that W hipi^k BiH 
merely did the jobs laki ou t for 
him by others. 
Gloom clou ded nu merou s faces 
in the hearing room becau se the 
state accu ses many of pu mping 
oil from slated wells. 
The Tex as Railroad Commission 
^ ic h regu lates oil produ ction, 
has ord e ^ all wells on leases 
containing 
ev en one 
illegally 
slanted well cu t off from pipe­ 
lines. This means the oilmen hav e 
no way to market ev en legally 
pu mped oil. Nearly 600 wells 
were cu t off at one time for this 
reason, althou gh a few connec­ 
tions hav e been restored.

one needs to worry about

getting tonsilitis. But dogs as well as humans have tonsils. 
Tonsils are tissues which go around the throat. With human 
beings, a certain part of them, known as the "palatine tonsils.” 
sometimes become infected. Rest in bed and remedies prescribed 
by a doctor will generally cure mild cases, but the doctor may 
decide that it is better to remove the palatine tonsils. This is 
easily done and is a simple operation. Veterinarians tell us that 
it is possible for a dog’s tonsils to become infected and that 
it is also possible to remove them safely. We suggest you cease 
to worry about your dog. Th? chances are that he will never 
have tonsilitis; but if he does get sick, you can always take him 
to a veterinarian who will know exactly what to do.
